County Library Receives 


$225 From State 


We received $225.15 from the 
General Library Fund for the year 
1949. In accordance with the re- 
quirements of the State Aid Law 
our library has met the financial 
qualifications for this grant. 

Money received from the Gen- 
eral Library fund is used to im- 
prove and extend the service of 
the Library. The per capita rate 
this year is $0.0598. 

As you know the 1949 legisla- 
ture passed amendments to the 
State Aid to Libraries law which 
make important changes in the 
qualifications required during the 
caming year.. There.is every in- 
dication that an appropriation 
grants for the year 1949-50 will 
be available. It is expected that 
the amount will be slightly less 
than for the present year. If we 
continue to receive this aid we can 
continue and improve our service. 
Because of this fund the library is 
open more hours this year and 
more books were purchased. 

Our library also qualified for 
the Equalization fund. <A library 
receives a grant from this fund 
when the per capita assessed val- 
uation of the area of its support is 
less than 2/3 of the average per 
capita assessed valuation of the 
State. 

The money from this fund is to 
help your library meet the stand- 
ards set by the State Beard for 
Libraries and may be used for any 
project that will improve or ex- 
tend its service. This year we re- 
ceived $471.38 a rate per capita 
We now have 14 magazines each 
month and there are 648 new 
boaks on the shelves in 1948.
